‘Retail milk prices in .Tulare 


county along with other counties 
in the state will jump this Satur- 
day. 

The increase was ordered by the 
State Department of Agriculture 
iafter a series of statewide milk 
price hearings at which producers 
offered testimony to show that 
production costs had risen nearly 
30 percent since the last price 
raise in 1952. 

Locally, the increase will be 1% 


cents per quart for both store sales | 
and home delivery and will <6 


main in effect until April 1, 1957, 
when. the price will automatically 
be lowered one cent per quart 
under a new seasonal pricing sys- 
tem placed in effect by the Bureau 
of Milk Control. 

The new plan calls for prices to 
change twice a year, in Septem- 
ber, and again in April. The 
theory is that milk should be 
higher when costs are up and pro- 
duction is down and lower when 
the reverse is true. The depart- 
ment set the seasons as, Septem- 
ber through March, and April 
through August. 

Under the seasonal system, pro- 
ducers will receive 69+cents per 
cwt. more during the fall and win-

MORE MONEY FOR PROPAGATION OF FISH 


AND GAME, LESS FOR 


THEORETICAL WORK 


IS QUESTION BEFORE SENATE COMMITTEE 


More money for actual propaga- 
tion of fish and game in Califor- 
nia, and less money for theoretical 
work within the state department 
of fish and game, is being discuss- 
ed this week in Sacramento at 
public hearings of the State Sen- 
ate Interim committee on fish and 
game, with State Senator J. How- 
ard Williams, Tulare county, sit- 
ting as a committee member. 

Senator Williams, a former 
chairman of the committee, says 
that a number of sportsmen_have 
indicated to him that they believe 
too much money is being spent for 
biologists, who seem to be con- 
stantly working on reports and 
surveys without coming to any 
conclusions, thereby taking money 
away from practical programs for 
propagation of fish and game. 

Money in question, according to 
Senator Williams, originates from 
two major sources: Dingle-John- 


son act funds, derived from a fed- 
eral excise tax on sport fishing 
equipment, and Pittman-Robert- 
son act funds from an excise tax 
on hunting equipment. 

From these two sources the state 
department of fish and game re- 
ceives about $750,000.00 annually, 
while, in accordance with a state- 
federal agreement, the state of 
California gives $250,000.00 for a 
total annual fund of about one

Raisin Picking 
Wace Rates Survey 
From Labor Bureau 


A raisin picking wage survey 
recently completed by the Agri- 
cultural Labor Bureau of the San 
Joaquin Valley, Inc., indicates rai- 
sin growers favor graduated rates 
of between 5%c and 6c per tray 
for sun drying the 1956 Thomp- 
son raisin crop. 


In announcing the results of the 
survey, Joseph G. Brosmer, bureau 
manager, pointed out the rates 
constitute the opinions of the ma- 
jority of growers polled in the 
raisin producing area. 


“Naturally”, continued Mr, | 
Brosmer, ‘individual cases where!

higher or lower, rates may vary 
according to crop conditions.”

million dollars. 


Senator Williams pojnts out 


that the state’s share comes from 
sale of hunting and fishing licens- 
es, which means that the entire 
million dollars is actually received 
from sportsmen. 


In other states, according to 


Senator Williams, money from the 


federal excise taxes is used pri- 
marily for game and fish manage- 
ment, re-seeding of deer ranges, 
improvement of streams, and sim- 
ilar projects that result directly in 
better hunting and fishing. 


And when surveys are conduct- 
ed, a conclusion is reached and 
findings put to practical use. 

Tendency in California has been, 
however, to employ more and more 
biologists, start more and more 
surveys, but to seldom reach usable 
conclusions, 


Senator Williams points out that 
with few exceptions, biologists are 
initially paid from federal funds, 
but, after a ‘“‘temporary’’ period of 
employment, they move unto the

Heavily loaded olive limbs 
should be pruned or braced to re- 
lieve the stress. Some olive trees 
will suffer breakage this year un- 
less something is done to support 
or lighten their loads. Olive grow- 
ers should check every tree right 
away so that damage can be avert- 
ed. 

Tree props are costly and some- 
what tricky to use. If they are 
not placed right they are practi- 
cally useless. The props should 
help carry the load and not act 
as fulcrums where the limbs may 
break off. They should be strong 
and placed to minimize danger of

loss by‘ traffic in the grove. 

It is easier to relieve heavily 
laden branches by ‘undercutting. 
This also eliminates some dead or 
weak wood and some of the cull 
fruit. : 

Internal bracing by means of 
wires or light ropes helps to carry 
heavy loads. This only tempor- 
arily strengthens the tree and had 
better not be used unless carefully 
done and closely watched. Grow- 
ing fruit cause stresses on the 
tree to change. Bracing should 
adjust to these changes. 


Regular annual pruning , and 
early fruit thinning in heavy crop 
years is the best means of avoid- 
ing overloaded olive trees.
